The ataibttca were not ready 
for commeut till so late ns January nod Fobniary 1002, Some of iLem 1 may 
add are anxiously awaited oven now—the middle of MnreU, The eproad of 
ihe plague epideinic Erightcued away iho abalniclors and tha tabulators and 
1 csjgiiniious began to pour in faster than is genernlly the cuae for applicmtioiiB 
in r<*speGt of ap point men ls* I began to apprehend Efrimas rosnita at oiio timv.

7. The outer region composed ot a fieries of ridges, with rruying 
elevations of 1,000 to 2.000 feet above tlie plain, is situate frem 2,000 to 
3 000 feet above the sea, 'rben comes a tract of Country oonsiating of numer- 
oua other ridges parallel almost to the first; and onclnsftd between the two js a 
bne narrow valley, the greater part o! which U nothing but rugged space, cover* 
cd partly by low hnahes and partly by naked rock? of sandstone.

It is by these branchea 
that the valley Cr plain of EaBhmtr la enclosed, the hills of irhich rise from 
14 000 to lOj'JOO feet high, wbi]n the Tslky iUalf encomprtsewl by those vast 
olevallonB fells down to I bvd of 5,000 to O.OOO. Beyoud this great range wo 
find a wild ireot of mauiitarnou& oonntry. the whotenf which » very high; this 
forms the north-western part of Tibet while Lndfikh and BnltUt^n cfonstitutc ita 
minor divisions^ bdusive o!

p. Tlte tables give n detail of tho divisiona and «ub•divisions of the 
Jammoo bihI Easbmfr State as they at pr«sent stand* together with the results 
of the present census. The total popuiatloa of the dnmsioo and Easbmfr State 
now shows an mcreuse of 361,fi26 souls, or 14-21 pr cent Tbn incroasr ceces* 
sarily effected by reason of the inlrodnetinn of the Railway in n pari of the 
Stats and tho through coramnnication establishod listwccn Plndiaiid Kashrotr and 
the out-lying, Internal ns well P'rontrer Districts, in nddition, tof ho enoroer- 
ation actually held this time in Gilgit, constitute tlie causes of, and evidently 
account for* this rise in the uutnbtf of population. The variation in increase in the 
diffaraiit parts of tho Stute is exhibited in Alxi tracts II, III and 1'^''- lut^ 
Joinmoo Province tbare is an increa^i; of Sl,7tf4 souls or 5‘d9 per centum ; in 
Easbmir tbs amount of increase is still greater, and goes up to so far as 208,353

or 21‘05 per cemtum, wbareas La tLe Frontier Districts the percentage renclies 
46*08, i.r,, showing an morease of 71,50J) persons. Tlie increase in the Frontier 
Districts seotTiB to be ftstoniKjbg at first sight* but it is, atrictJj speaking, easily 
oceontiteil for when we refer to pa^a^ 26S, page 180, of the last Censita Kepcrt. 
The actual enumeration for Gilgitt only took place, lor the first lime, on thw 
occssioD, and there is nothing remarkable to find the population existing there 
giving us a percentage of 4G*03 over the return of the census of 1681* increase 
of 5*66 per centum in tlie Jntnfnoo Prorinee is eligUi indeed, when comparad 
with the sister Province of Kaahrafr, winch shows un increase of 21*85 por oeMtiim. 
The opening o! the Jhelnm Valley Road has been a great boon to traders and 
W led to n largo infiax of |jeoplo into the valley. Tho ssliibrious climate of tlie 
country, not to mention the inlieront naUiral tendency in all populatinna to 
inercai, according lo Ualthus, ia aaok that it shoold, in the words of 
Mr. Larrmnce, double the population of Kaahmjr every ten yoars The inoroase 
of 7,488 norsons or *26 per centum ie for one thing altributable to the fact that 
provisional toitsls not having been received in lime from certain far off and hilly 
traots, preliminary fimires had to be accepted* it was not, of course, free from 
mistakes, eubseijuentTy detected while worked out.

10* A brif/ dcicripHon df ifm CfUtu* Oprtaiinni .— The Genaua Hepert for 
1891 says thul- ** no previous consrts appears lo biive beeti taken, thoenutneration 
ot 1873^ being far from relinhle*" Strictly ^peeking, therefore, this oon- 
Witutes the eecond ceneua in the Stole. I believe, il wilt not bo regarded aa a 
roflection on the last Cenaoa Report, if I were to add liere^ tlial the proseut 
enumeration is noooiisnrily more accurate than either of those which liAve 
nrecoded it* beoause what 1 say ifl founded on my personal experience ef the 
manner ill which the diCforent offices Jn the State are wnrked. Tbia much, at 
least, is certain that the diroctions issrwH from time lo timn, and the constmnl 
inspection, exerdacd by means of ioapectom appointetl for the pirrpose, 
and by my Perwinal Assistant, as well aa siitiftaqnoetly by myself, tended to 
bring about miwh greater mimitenesa of detail on tlio present occaBion. 
As an instanoo I may remark, Iha* sometimefl I foimd. to my regret, that 
enumerators had, instead of euumeratiugoa their own rtcoawnt, fiatisacd themaelves

CHAPTER—L DISTRIBUTION OF POPULAnOH.

the Bhimber District. Total area eoyered by this district is 1,159 aquarG miles 
with a population of 544,018 in 1901 against 307,070 of 1391, or an excess of 
.30,048 souls representing 11*7 per cent. The above Sgures are inolusive of ttie 
population of Jammu City whicu aggregate 3G,130, incUmve of Satwitri Canton* 
meut, and exolnsTve of Satwari Cantonment 34,679 in the recenteensne, against 
34,642 of 18il I. TJie overage per square mile uxolusive of city vs 2fi6 souls while 
inclusive of it, it is 29G souls. In city itself, therefore, the Lnereose of 337 souls 
is quite jioroinal. It comes to something tike'98 per cent., which means that 
there is not an increase of even one per cent. Fiicilitics in Inoomotion, proxi* 
mtiy of the British iorritorics, and a palpable dlssatliifaatiou of having its origin 
in the introduction of customs and additional chu»gi—na. inceotive to the die* 
contents m migrate and seek shetter in the adjoining Bnj—at once present tbem* 
selves 09 reasoiiR for this iuadettuate increase in tlie urban populntton.

Meagre olthongb the information on this point ia lb is jot suffioient to 
n&uni data for diecueatoti about tbs penod under report. A roferoDoe to 
wlumns from 2 to 5, 14 to 17 and 21 to 22 of ths atatomeni vrill olearlj show 
that in the <listriot of Jammu rain wne alight m iSdS, and a fatnino daring 
iho enaiung year was the neoemiy resull. Bbimher Dtfltrict anftered from 
droughts for about a three^fourih, of tlie decade. Jssrota also was not free 
from distreas. 'I'bo total area of the difforeot parts of the Prouinoo wMoh 
suffered from insnf&cienoy of rain cannot be'given, in aggregate owuigtotha 
good reason that the whole of the Jannnn Proriope has not yet been brought 
under regular Mtt^ment. 

36. Friees continued, therefore, to bo high all through the year 1898 
and 1899. This brought nbuui h genornj devastation of the counttj, and people 
beloogiog to Saudi and Bbarri areas deserted their habitatioos to seek ehelter 
in the billy tracts and more yerdant parts of luderwah and Bijwat. CatUs died 
on aoconot of want of fodder. 

But the eliiof cause for alarmboth to the State and its subjeota consisted 
in the jnsuficieuoy of water for drinking purposas wHoh waa daUj on the 
increw.

Unit 1 was eatiafiad with the condoot and the eupcrviaiou of the works iii geucral* 
The District Officer of Jammu reports that during the rrgtW of Hia Highnou 
the late MaliiiiAja Sahil' a man with limited incoms was much bettor off than 
a man with dciible that income is now, and attributes this stats of things to fne 
trade and cosy means of communication!. Tbs some officer toniarkB ^at there 
has been no progress in auj kind of industry and again raverts to bis atandard 
opinion of easy means of Gommumcation, Ac.

ap* Causes of ptoeperity and decline.—No epidnoiio in aaid to 
have prevailed to any harmful extent during tJit lagt decade and no statiptiOB 
of any value have bean proaerved by iha Siedical Bepertment auob aa would 
throw a light on taortaUby from oartain local diacasaa in particular yearn nnd in 
reapbot of purticular ujiBtb, tribe or race* 

Thera is, however, aa the Settleinent (lommiBsioner remarks, au nainia. 
Eakeabla evidanos of the indubtodneaa of the rural popnlatioo iia eviucud by 
the transfer of lend, and this tnay be attributed to—

40- Social PTOgreBS.~Hui’ing the period under report there tms 
been no appreciable progress iu wealth, education or culture. The population 
being chiefiy sgricral Inral, many landed families of note are sinking tn wealth 
and infiuenoe. In District Bhimber, the Tahafl Mirpur is the only place where 
ftgrioultural indebtfliineas would tiave benn much heavior than it is, wore it not 
for the fact that a largo number of men find service either in the Stale or 
the Britiah army. Those men send help in money to their friends at home and 
not tmfrcf^uanUy return home with fortunes made abroad. 

41. Causes of decline among the old families of gentle birth 
may bo attributed to increase in nnmber of their family moinl^ere; in loi^s of 
power and iLiflueDCc imdor a hetter and an improved form of adminietraticin, 
although there is yet much room for improveinent; in want of education in 
them to vie with outsiders for emph>ynient in the State; in the decrease of the 
State forces where only they could get ourolled, birth alone, nowadays, being 
no qualification for employment in the cm) service of die State; and lastly 
in tlte want of eoterprian among tliem. It is, however, reported that lome of 
the Mah^jans in the Mtrpnr Tabeil of Bbimber District have made some 
progresa in trade and are said to bo prospering. Education is only confined to 
a portion of the inhabitants of the big towns, while tho musses of the people 
generally evince no interest for it, the oppertnnittes of imparting and obtaininf 
education bring also limited. 

42* Province of Kashmir.—Prorince of KMlunir is tlm gem of the 
rimxtt, and properly apeak Jug forma a drat class aanitarium not only in the 
who)* of wa State but almost in nil India. Every gentleman, Enruppan or a 
native of Eiudnatiu, h eager to pay liomage to tbe beautkiR of nature and 
oujoy them at the expense of both time and mon^ available or at bis oom* 
tcand. The chief town of this Pravince* Srfnngar or Surjyapcgar (the oity of 
tbu sun) is supremely picturesque and soblime iu the mind of a stranger who, 
has nevnr seen it- But wonderful to relate he is soon disabused wimn he seta 
his eyes upon the reality ou. yieitiug the country. The mterior of Lho oity, 
however is not attractive and is full of filth and mud. The sii^eeta are generally 
narrow and not worthy of being visited by tho festidious or t!ie fair. But in 
the city MabiSrfjganj wa.s certainly the only place worth going to and was the 
chief market for the exhibition of all the manufacturos petuiliar to fCuahmir aa 
well os articles of merahandiso from tho Punjab But the p!ac«* gnii burnt down 
idwut B oonpic of years ago and those merchants who survived the shock have 
ngw dispersed over the city. The Ganj is rising up ngaiu and will in its ra- 
conotruotiou, it ia expected, on account of ibr archilector^ ImproveTnents made, 
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prove an acqulaitioD to ibo toivo. hii Mandi like the rest of thu buildiogs in 
Kashiefr ia situnled on the bunk of the river and possesaee importance od ncoount 
of tlie fact that it forma a resort for the eduout.ed Toasmiioh an itconaititutefl the 
library of the plaoe For nativoa beaidea the Seadiog’ and the Asuembly Eoonta 
used chiefly by the Efttropew reeidentB nod the vlaitorB to the valley. The 
River dheltmif which ia both mrioosand bolaleroiia below BArimnla and rejgaine its 
tTaoqiiillity at the city Jhoiumt may be eomparod bo a youth peat up in the 
begonewho on attaining nmtnrity in obadiouce to the law of reaction knows 
no reetremt and ultimately on exhaustion eiuka into Uio calm and peace of old 
age, divides the city into almost two equal parts. 

43. Shergurhi, the quarters of the noyal palaces situate ou the loft bank 

of the River dbelum, containsaleo the city fort as well as the State apartment^ 
Government offices aud the barracks. BesidBs the Jama JMeejid in the city 
Shankar Acharya and Bari Parbat may be mentioned as places of principal 
resort for a viaitor. Shankar Achdrje is as sacred to the Hiudde as it is holy 
with the Muhammadans, who call it the Tekht-i-Snlemi'm ; on the top of it there 
IB situate a temple of great antiquity made of stones. Diligent and indefati' 
gable visitor!^ the view which it commands of the river, the city, and 

the Dal. Ait admirer of uatiiro is Huro to lose htmaelf iu reverie on beholding 
the Bilvery line of the river braoing its meandering course amidst the green, 
fields hero aud the grassy plots there, adding to the charm and tovelinega of 
the river which pours forth its argentine contents at the foot in its devotion to 
the temple of $ri Ragnathji, the presiding deity of tlio royal mansions mils 
immeiliatc vicinity, on the ono hand, wliilv the Dal or the city Inke of Kaahmfr 
grapbkally tmmortaliaed by Moore in hislinlla Rookfa, which forms pur *ir6eU 
l 0 ntif the chief attraction of Kaahmfr with its Bublimc scenoi'y, marvellous 
reflcctiouH, not to forget its floating gnrdene, presents itself to the gone of the 
cunased spectator si the top on the other hand. So lucid and transparent is the 
water that in refieottng the surrouudfug hills with their irecs the water seems 
to be the region out of which they grow. Jfor is the sister height of Hari 
Par bat or the Fort Hill less interoating to beheld From this point of vantage. 
Kati Darwiiaa, Iheentranoe to the butldiug, i.s covered with Persian inscriptiotia. 
The hill itself is surroundad by a wall which is about three milen in length and 

feet high. The Shdiiimdr and the Narim Boghs aro pleasure grounds asso< 
dated with the names of Jahangir aod Akbnr and lie on the northem aide of the 
Dal at the foot of the mountain behind. 

44. Timely rainfall during the last docade produced o good effcci on 
the dimata. In Llie Sambai lf*50 (f'.s., 1893), however, it did damage tlio 
cropa to some extent. The fall was not heavy, but being oonliutious for three 
days helped to melt the snow more rapidly than the aciinn of the sun by a 
alow piooeas of Iteatiiig would have done. The river swelled lu volume end 
inum^tod the villages on the hanks, causing ruin and deva&Ution. Tbs crops 
in that year suffered very sertoutily, and in the Shahr'i*khilB Diatriol:, inoludrag 
the Mir Bahri and Nand Rhai villages, 15,930 acres of cuitivatod laud got 
submerged, and wfaioh resulted in the reumaton of ds, 42,274 us laud revenue, 
Otherwiae the rainfall had beau fair aud good throughout.

Ihere- 
fore, been reclaimed and converted into Flourishing fickis during the decade, 
and 1 think that average proapOrity of the agrieultunil popnlntiou will now 
favourably compare with Uiai of any other country. ’I'be mll'*y of Kashmir 
abounds m nntiirai means of irrigation, and excoptiog certain ilry table lands 
in Sopuf and Auantn^ thora is no uau employing artificiiil means for the 
supply of water. Lor Kul in Tabsil Lar Pbag has Itowevcr been reopened and 
oonstruction of certain other ohaunels for irrigating Ibo above meoiiODed high 
lands has all uioog been under consideratkiu.

47. Excepting ibe mHOufadure of carpeta, shawls, pnfhw, M.s leather 
and paper» silver and wood work of Kasbiuir Are admiirable { while tlie boat 
building industry is very impoHaiii. Of all theae the shawl industry is only 
on tbs deolinej Srinagar is of course Lhe centra of industry. The zamfndlra 
of Nsgam, Sri PrabSp Singh pura and Sopar ulso are actively engaged in 
preparation of the sale of which brings in a largo profit to tbeu). The 

silk mdtistry, however, deserves a spooial notioe. There is a factory for the 
manufaoture of silk at Srinagar, whioh has ail along been under the direct con* 
trol of the State, worked by a European officer. The division and distrihuljon 
of lai^iir, such as reeling end other operationa in connection with the clearing 
of the silk in the filaturee, and the rearing of cocoons, lias no doubt afforded 
profitable occupation to not nn iticoDsidemblu portion of the people of Srinagar 
and that of the ndjaiuiug "villnges. Seed ia supplied to the villagers free ot 
cost, and the aocoaus are purohu^ed by the SUte at rates varying from Rs. tO to 
Es, 15 per mauud aocordiog to the quality of the crop. It confers a 
great boon upon the fioople s? a measure of relief, and no lesa than ^ir or seven 
thousand inhabitanis of Srinagar are to be found workiog in tb© factory, 
Kaibtniri Pamiits aru also gradually overcoimng their former avei*fiion to 
manual as well as menial work. They may be seen busy performing Severn] duties 
in connection with tho tnanufsetute of silk. The Kniuindiira tbus obtain o- 
bandsoms iucoms tifJTniin^n) to Iw able to meet the revenue demands.

The prices ic is aaficipated will go higher still, as the 
ubolitton of the Slate stocka for ehdfi iind clio penniBsion for its export for four 
tnontha during n year lately teniatively ordered i»y ihe founoil are sure to lead 
to the etiliancemcm of rate of gale.’ The promulgotinn of this oi-der for the 
export of Mihtt9 cnueeilngnod deni of anxiety antong the people, and 1 also nm 
inclined to ihitik Hint with the means of tiHiigpon now aruilahle tho result of 
the export of/fAa7i will not fail to (ell upon th© average Kaghmiri, who has 
htthet Iq spent but <x pittance of Lie income on his meals, and is also, tmliko the 
Punjabi, a gross feeder. Ntir i!* it the less accoiititable for tlic free export of pren 
diicfi of the country to iLa Iniliflu nmrkcis, mid the grtaUrr circulatioii of monev 
due to the inilux of EuropRUu viailora in larger pumbci's. But all of these con¬ 
tribute to (he prosperity of it country, and are indicatiTeof a bright Future in 
respect of commovce nud (rndc, 

52. Cholera risited this province twice during the period under report. 
It osBumed A severe form in IP4&, llinili year, ISfJi! A. D,, bul lasted only 
a few weeks. The total mortslity wns returned nl 11,712 soula. Although 
the nnuiher of deaths during the second vtsit^iion in ^anihnt 1050 or Ifl&O A D. 
auioniited to 10,000, Jtotn idngla caae jet wunof a Bevu'o type, and thr iaige 
lutmher is due to its oontmunuce for a period of seveuiecQ mpritlia. Id both rbe 
cases it was unported from ihe Punjab. Thf inlroiluction of vaccination has 
reduced the rate of mortality ou accouul of Email*pox, and t lie more Ihe people vtU 
overcome thuir uyersion to, and prejudice aguineft iuoculntioti the greater Trill 
be lli© 1‘eductiau in rate of dcatli, 

53. A disease, locally kuowu as ehirdgf, was active in dealing death 
in the early part of ih© Samlrat 1957, or IIKU A. D., and i lie loss ranssd to live- 
atcak thereby was excessive. 

54. Social Progress,—The trading and Ihe ngrictilfural classes arc 
itj Q prosperoTia oondifitm. The ktter claaa is now irte from debt, and tnueh 
better off thou Lbeir brother cnilivators in the Puiijnb, The Pandits of Kcslirntr 
are advancing in educotion by rapid strides, while tho AluhnmnuidiiiiCwah 
their chatTicteristic iiputhy. do not take tniioh interest in it; aud thir, beeidej 
prohiible religious prejudice, may be doe to the onwillingaeas of I ho mirents to 
allow their chililrcn to give up labour for what would be termed the luxuries of 
an educated life. 

55. Prontier ^Districts. “The frontier of Eis Higbneos formark- 
coMsisted only of one dialrict, as stated in Iho introduction to thb Heport, but 
has gently been split up into two districts of tuiddkh nod Gilgit. The framier 
district ifl bounded oo the north by admin of the Mustagh mountains and Chinese 
Tiirkisliiij I on the eaat by Tibet; on the «outh by the KaeLmir and Jammu 
Frovittces of the Stale, and on ihe west by Ynghietaii uml Chitr^l, 

56. In t lie Frontier Districts the rainfjiU ts of lilile practical import¬ 
ance, as the hind for ita cultivation depends on natural watercoiirsoaaad 
irrigation ibcrefium. The country Iheraforo is dependent on mmatilv of 
anoTT whioU constitutes the store for the supply of water to the aafei; 

57. Exactly the anmo remarks as to the wholesome effect of the Mttle- 
meat qperatiotiB, which wore made in this report when dealing with the 
Kashmir Proviuce. also apply to tiicae dietricts. The Oilgit and Aetora tahsils 
Imve for the first tun® been subjeebod to the settlement operations. Ag in Skdrdn 
Kargil ami Uh ftssesflnentB Imre only been revised daring the last year, it 


would, Uiflrefore, bo premfttupo to offer any remarks as to tboir poaaible or pro* 
bable effects on the populatiou, 

60, Industries.^Gold washing is carried on in the ECargil and the 
Skar«lu iahsils^ hut the industry in Sk^rdn is reported to be on dooHne on 
account of the tux imposed upon it. The process adopted for washing in 

the above trnctH^ la foHowed m two different methods; io one the aui'ifsrous soil 
is mined Hud then wnsbod; in the other no such itiiug is done, and onljr the sand 
brought down the rivers is sifted. A small export trade is enrried on to 
fruits, live stock, gold and whoUen goods, fri Baltistiin au attempt has latelv 
been made to tnlroducn the silk industry, and the tittle experience gained shows 
that there ia every possibility of ita gaining ground in the lower valleys. The 
mulberty trees ^ are numerous, hut the dearth of fuel renders them n constant 
victim to pruning ilia leaf, with tlie consecpiant result that the braneties ute 
alwaya producing leaf of first olaea quality for itie rauritig of coooous, and the 
dry oonaUiit fempocatura should help admimlilv to fraodoro from diaeufle 
amongst the wcums. 

5P. The hadjikhis carry on a petty trade in agricultural products vvith 
Tibet and Skdrdu. Grata and apricots are e.vported, and wool and salt brought 
in return from Tibet- 

00. PiiffffK and 2‘<tfhyitT4a ato lunnufeciiired and sold. Iloriix and 
altrigo are worked m Stote industries. These products, however, are not a 
aonree of profit or incomn to t he people, as subsistence wages are only allo^ved 
to the InbonrerF. t’onsiJeiwble profits are uwnle by the peojile ity I he sale of 
ii/ft, wood, and lucerne gratis to the traders engaged in the Central Aainn trade, 
while they muke much money in the cavrytug 1 m tslness. The tmdc at Ijeh is brisk, 
and it is l!ie only mart for commerce b these parts, In spite of the imposUion 
of heavy taxation by the Punjab Government, on the staple of ilio Cputral 

Asian trade, it is in a fairly fiourisTiing condition. 

Social ProgresB. —KxorpLing the inevitablo effeota of peaceful 
adminiatratiou, free oomimmicatioti and consequent dovolopmout of ti-adu and 
incrcftfled contact with civiliBod people, there are but little signa of progress 
among tJie people. Tliese of couree promise a hopeful future. 

G2. Dflusity of tllO Fcpulatioa.—Taken as a whole the tobl popu* 
latiou of the Statv shows ati bergase of fiveporeoua to perEqunre mile, us the 
figures for density per square milti atom! nt 30 and 31 reppectivoiy ot the 
two (joosuscaof 1001 and 1001. On proceeding to coutpare the relative density 
or epecifio population infer of the diatricUe of the State, wq Cud that Gilgit 
stands liighcst and showe 1,2(*6 peraona to the aquure mile agaiust 357 of tlie 
Census of lS£il. While Lathikh show# 419 against 350 to the square tnile- tu 
the practical ptohlema relating to the density"of the people the rural popnlfttioo 
b the main ; and iJie questions relating to the pressnre of the niral population 
on the lend presaiit themselves in three different sapeets. We may eousider 
the relation of the populntion ortlier to tho total area or to the area available 
for cuUuatioii, or to the area actually cultivated. Our figures, however, deal 
chiefly with the Iiii ter dusa and hence the density for the aistricta of Lud^kh 
and Ciilgit stn«d$ so high. 

03. In the Province of Kashmir wo find that mean deneity of Khus is 
liil as aguiufet 132 of the Consiia of 1091, while tlmt of MosiafFarnbfld is onlv 64 
to 51 of 1391. In the Provbog of Jamiuu the diatrict of the same name stands 
first, haying 2ri7 persona jH>r square mill* The district of BhimWr stands 
next, while dasrotu and UdJiampur at onre fall down to 193 and 184 respectively. 

Out of tliosa four dlsimte, district of tTdlnmpttr alone shows a decrease 
of Jh' persons to the square mile as against the Census of year 1891 and it is 
chiefly lino touttemtions in thearea of the district durbg the decade under report.

^1,049* Tlio wcess of fomalea over tnalea ia again obeorvabl© bere, and oue 
nalm-ally incUnos tg tbink timt the tnoTenMints of the people between the two 
oouatriea are of Hie nature of reciprocal migralioii, £a the list of emigrants 
from the raD|flb, Siilkot stands the highest, GardHspur is second, while Gujrat 
and Ha/iirn rank thii'd and fourth on the list. People from Gnjrctuniila aod 
Ami'iUar lielong chiefly to the mercantile classes, while people from the 
other districts ioclude also a fab' almra of the aerrants of, and coimecteil with, the 
State. Worn among the Xetive Statei the tuimber [rom Cbomba atatids first 
being (755), while Eapilrthale, although second, comes in %rilh a meagre ifiO. 

It will ihua be seen that th© closer and more contiguous the country the 
greater is the teudency of the people to move even in the absence of easy 
menus of communication. 

d. Nest to Poniab comes Eomlwy. The oumber of the emigrants to and 
from Kaslumr goes down to hundreds only. Those born in Bombay but con- 
sused ill ICashmir are only 218, out of which 100 are males and *>doii)y females, 
while the total number of those born in fCsslimir but censitsed iu Bombay is^ t>!l7 
AQuls, computed at *^32 JuaJps and 205 females. In both iho cs^es there is^an 
excess of luftlea over females, which may safely be attributed to the fact that 
either they are traders or followers of visitors to tho Dappy Valley in thu one 
case, and servants, etc., accompanying their masieis on their outward journey 
bach in the other cose, who have possibly Vwen I brown cut of employ moot and 
cannot return to tlicif native country unless placed agaio iti^Bitnilar flourish jug 
circumstances to accoraplish u jouraey home. These mlgradons, i.e., jonruejs 
undertahon under partioular aspects, become converted into migrations of a 
permanent ohnraclbr. In the absence of detailed dota atippHed by the Bombay 
authorities it is very difficult to point out to what part of the Kaahmfr Btato do 
these i)00pl6 belong, \yiiei lier Ihoae people come from Kashmir proper, dommu 
or some other locality is not known. 

If the prepouderence of males over femaieu l)e a sure mdication of tern* 
porary inovemDats, as it, indeed, should be, ibe migration, fi'om Kashmir to 
Bombay and Wfe surely come under the same chtas. 

7, Coming bb BiijpiUiiuft onr figures for ogress and ingress both fall still

8, In respect of immigration into Kashmir Bengal ranks higher than 
RiljputdoB, and comes up to 198. tnade up of 14fi males and 52 fomalea. The 
major portion of these figures relate to servants in the different offices of Ihe 
State. The figures for emigratioa from Kaahroir ai’O 526, comprtsuig 247 male's 
and 79 feuiales, rospecttvoly. As Bombay and Benge) stand upon much the 
same footing, what as regards their being markets of trade and what a.H regar<]3 
the KiiroMan potiuktion who flock into Kaahmir, the remarks given when 
dealing with the figtu'es of Bombay apply with equal farce to Bengal, 

9, Of thoother two places which liave given to dr received men from tlik 
State, Baroda shows onlv six, out of which five are males and one female wlio have 
come to Kashmir, while Baroda fails to show any in return. The number from 
Madrae is 9. and to Madras is 32, and these hardly deserre any cottsiderat ion. 

10, Immigranta from AfgVmiabln and other independent or semi*iode> 
pendent territories deserve special consideration. Among these N spit I heads the 
list and ooincs in with a figure of 1,384 persons, of which 1,24-3 an* males and 
141 females. These are the Gurkha sepoys in tUo eepyiceof the State. Next 
to Nepal aionda Afghauistiin showing 1,038 persons, of which 687 are males and 
851 fcmalefl. This number does not inclmle only tho labotirePB on public works, 
but ftkff thu wrvanU of the State. Thera were also censnsed 15 Ghtneae In the 
Jammu and Kashmir State.

CTcrjdftj life wiiioUcItaractarijie the follawers cf Lba ^ereral roltj^iooa and wTiiob 
ought to ho sniomansdd hero. Tliej oro bj no meana of nniversal application^ 
but are geuersUy observed; and people attach far more importnoco to ihem 
IhiU) tbcir trivial nature would seem to warrant. Tho Hindut Jaia aurl ilifi 
Budhist bdieTe in their respective ShaatriU: the Sikh have faith in the teadiinga 
of the GrantU Sahih, while the Mnhammodans owe alTegiance to the Quran SiharfF^ 
and accept only the tenets of the Share Muhamdi. The divine edificea of the 
difFerent classes necessarily constitute their places of wersMp, The Hindils 
venerate the cow ant! will not kill animals as a geneml rule; Sikfae also show 
fanatioal reverenco for the CCW| bat will kill other uuiTnala aiuf enjoy tbs 
meat thereof witbont offence to the doctrines to wliicb they bow. The 
Muhammadans bate dog* abhor swiue, but do not refraiu from kalUngor eating 
most of the animals tliaL they may come across when oritdunttiug. The Sikh 
abstains from tobacco, bat spirits and narcotics are net forbidden to bimr the 
Hindu may indulge in tobacco, and> excepting some ^ois of the Hrahmans, 
may indulge in the use of liqnora too; while for the Mubamtaadans the use 
of spirits is strictly forbidden- Hmdds and Muhammadans shave their beads, 
hut the one is enjoined by religion to keep a lock of hair upon the crow'u of his 
head, white lIio other is ordered to have that also cropped, (liiatoms relat¬ 
ing to eating, dmkingtmd fimoking nromiscuously aro due lor their force more 
to castea than to religions, and will be noticed in their proper place. But while 
subject to caale rules a Musalmin will eat and drink wUhoul scruple from the 
hands of a Qindn, no Hindu nill ever accept food or water from » MusaImdn. 
Mubamtntidani, with the exception of the Shife, have no scruples to partake of 
food from the hands of ft Eitidn, und do gonerallj take food with the Christians, 
provided pork form no part of it, unlike the Hindits who, w'itb the exception of 
course of those who have been to Europe, regard the toucli of all but a Uindu 
a.*! p<»itive pollntion. In Hogar this differBnoe is very keenly observed, and 
certain viirintiona and rekiatiuns too of late gaining ground in the Punjab anil 
other advanced countries arc not at alt yet allowable here- Hindiis, co the 
contrary, bore will discard or chuck away anything which, while, enrrjing 
it in the bazar, they have reason to believe that either their person or any 
part of their clothing has been dehled by coming in contact with a MDSolmdu.

education^ but onfj the primary port of it—bad it oot. beeu in condkt wjtb tb« 
express mBti-iictiona of tbe Census Ccunroiesioner for India coBTOjed in his 
thirteenili note on Censua Reports, pam f?, I beg at the^ aame time, howerer, to 
Iw exouHed for a little diversion if 1 take np the questiou of the primary edu¬ 
cation, and discuss it at soma leogcb to induce the Ijt&te autliortcies to do justice 
to it. in doing so I deal with only one district. The rrant of primary educa¬ 
tion IB the country struck me forcibly when I was niaktug an inspection tour 
ill connecrioa with ray duties as a Ee;feDue Officer of the State hi Lite distriot 
of Bhimber. 1 should add that in this country, bb eTtrywliere elae, the reTcuues 
depend, to a greater e-tteat, uimb the agrionRural otaasea. In fact it U they 
who furnish the nieaiia and provide ns wherewith to siwtaio life. Should wa 
not, therefore, strive hard to better Ilia condition of this class of our subjects? 
All atterupta in this direction are, however, impossible unless they ore redairaad 
by some deacription of education, even the most rodimentary—primary or 
wbatevea you may call it- 

According to the pscent census rcttiraa the population of the Bhimt»er 
district HiDOunls lo 40ti.S2& souls, inclusive of 11H),145 feTnnleS. 

A reference to the Punjab Educatranal Beport for and 190i> will 
show that there are 7,867 odncatioual instifcutioDsio all for a male [lopnlalieji of 
11,252,249 60u1^. The mimber of schoobgoing boys is 239,024, Out of the 
above inentionetl number of institutions wo can fairly dodoot the number of 
colleges and insfitutiotiB which are nwiutained for female education. Reduciug 
thus the number of achcrols, incloding High Schools, amounts to 2,687, and 
excloding High SchoolB to 2,6B1, The number of fichool boys in the laltav 
class inatitnlioiis mnotmts to ( 40,759, ihn* giving nn average of 55 bays per 
Bchooh 

On the Unsts of ihe Punjab figures our total number of Itojs expected to 
aitoud the schools under the present popubticn would bo more ibau 2,628 
in round oumliore, requiring 48 iustituliona to be kept up to impart education 
to these boys ftt the Punjab rate, but in the district of Bhimber there is only 
so poor a number of schools as ten. 

2. In British India also the want of primary education aiuongst the ugri- 
cultural classes has been the source of great trouble npd difficulties to them- 
selvee as well as to the Government. The f^and Alienation Act. for instance, is 
one of the result of such troubles, and the necessity of passing such an Act was 
feU etmply because the sgrieuTtursl classes not knowing die three r'a could not 
guard Iheirown interests, and were entirely left at the mercy of ihe cnlcuTniing 
eaUuUrs and other tneome-depriving agencies

. high class education is no good onlcsa tlis miissaa ai'e not first enabled to Toliie 
and appreciate it. Unless ibereforo first prepare itie anil there u no use 
throwing seed i no building would bo strong wiLliout a aoKtl foundation. 

0 . A gluDCO for a moment nl ibe last Census Keporl will atoocesliow 
that there are no figures available to institute a compiirisot] 1>etweeti iLc figures 
obtained in tiua census and the last. I understand^ howev^er, that at the census 
of 1801 the population, generally for the purposes of educational statisticf, 'tews 
divided into three clf^cs of ** Ijoarnlngt Literate and Illiterate.” The tJieu 
three^fold division baa now been ignored in favour of the dual one--** Literates 
and Illiterates.” The word literate significB the ability both of reading and 
writing any one liinguage, Tarious degrees of proficiencj' being, tiowover» 
equivocaL Our figure?, tberefere, as ibey stand are likely to be mielendingi 
as an adnU going up for hie Master of Arts ezaiDination stands upon the sunie 
footing with the lad taken away from the primary echool to Took after iua 
fstlier*a cattle, bus returned as literate. 

Even in the presence of er]>res^ and lucid iiistriicLioua 1 am doubtfTii if 
men who confined titeir lalents to the writbg and reading only of tbetr names 
were net returned ns or tilerate. Thei'o wilt, Ulrewise, W many whose 

claims lo bo literate rest ootirely on a knowledge of the shopdedgem. Thei?o, 
bowever, are difficulties native to nil attempts, for aECertnitiing the numlwrs of 
those able to read and write ; theae being matters for individual Judgment, we 
miiat take our figures iu this respect as we find ilicm. At the present momenL 
(herefore, it seems desirable to restrict ©ne*s remarks to the resuUn recent1\' 
tabiilale^l lo afford data for a future comparison. 

On this occasion the literate form and the iltileratc 97'^7 i>srceit1> of 
the total ptmitlation, urban as well ns ntreh Distinguishing conaequontly one 
from the other Ibe percentage stands at 1*5 ond *o7 fcr the total niral and urban 
population. The proportion of the perceutego between the urban and the rural 
poptiiatiou seems to be striking, but it should be borne in mind that there t^e only 
two towns in the Stale fetuming population©! about 150/100 souls, whereas 
the rest Is all rureL Tlie percentage Ijorne by the literate and illitarute of both 
sexes lo the lotal population of the country varies considoraldj ; for example, 
out of the total (lopolnttoa ot '2,lK)5,5f d only 2 per cent, are literate males nnd 
cnlj "Oi per CCtil. are litcrnts females ; while the remninder are composed of 
illlterata mates nud females to the extent, roughly, of 5V07 and 4t>‘0 per cont. 
teapcciivcly. 

Illiterate males thus form, when compared with females, obotti an equal 
division, although the ediicatioa of the male sex is not only varied, but much 
more widesprei^ than that of tiie female eex in oomparuon, which con tributes 
only *04 per cent, who are litenito to the total population of the State, 

fi. Turning to the subject of education by religion, it is apparent that Ihe 
Sindn community shows tbe highest percentage of literata males, whofoim I'^IS 
per cent, of the total population, Literate women amount them are, however 
few} and form almost so small a nunarity of the total ^pulation as *02 per 
cent; in other words the total literate lemales of tho Hindu community are 
in number. 


Next to the above community literate males are most numerous among 

ibe 51uhammadanB, the third place is 
occupied by tho Sikhs, Uie fourth by the 
Buddists, the fifth by Christiana, and 
die sixth by Jains, whose literate males 
constitute *0052 per cent, of the total 
population. When we turn to tbe 
tiguree of the literate females among the 
various classes of the people above 
named the order stands aa given in the 
margin. One is surprised to find iluit 
among tbe Muhammadan subjects cf the 
♦:a* ii... State, who form the bulk of the popnla> 
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jierCfiDt. of Uia total populatioD, tliero are oaly 477 learmed femalep, while 
Hindu literate lenialeB are 4ft9. I am sure that oTcn in ProviDoes where there 
are eyprcas provistona made for the edHcetjonal semicanes of ladles literate 
females will out a very poor figure in a return of thia kind. 

7, We miiai bear in mind the fact that in British India very Uberal en^ 
couregemeiits are held oxtt ro the people in thia direction. The state of affairs 
wiib regard to education of males, not lo speak of femalea, is easily imagined here 
where there are uiisohitely no fBcillties placed within the reach of the people to 
prncticc reading and writing. I am of opinion that the Hindu lileralo females 
who immhor atjouL 490 in the total population of tho State, must neceesnrity 
be those who have accompanied Uieir I’elatlons in the sorvice of the State, and 
thia is borne out by the fact that not leaa than 38C> Hindu lUerate females am 
found in Jammu, 103 in KasUtnir and only 7 in Frontier Districts. Of lato thera 
b»a been cstabliahed in Jammu a girl school, tho fruit of the labours of a lady who 
atylea herself as Jowan Mubat. 'I’he State has judiciously as well ns graciously 
sanctioned a grant*iii-aid of oue thousand a year to the institute Eiotn the next 
Kindi year. So far as the figures for the Muhammadan literate females are con¬ 
cerned Ism afraid our figures are misleading, aa thei-e must bo very few indeed 
able to read and write any particular langu^e. T presume that those ladies who 
are able to recite verses of the Euran Sharif by rote, a custom much prevalent 
among the well-to-do aud civilized MuhnmmaclBu families, have boon returned as 
literates. If for n moment wo atop to think over the reletivo strength of the 
eduested communities we will find that the following result hokle good;— 

Id every 1,000 Hindus there are S8' 1 literates and 941*9 illiterate, and in 
every one thousand Miilmmmadaus the nopnktion stenda in the ratio of 6*9 
literates to 993*07 illitemtes. Literate iJikhs bear to the illiterate Sikhs the pro¬ 
portion of 87'03 te 012’9 in every 1,000, while Jains bear the relution of 346*3 to 
653-S. U is only among the Cliristians and the Tarflis that tho literate m^ee 
and females stand in an enviable poaitiou, and show almost an equal proportion 
of literates and ilUteratea. Tho reESon thereof may be said to exist itiUie amall- 
ness of the numbers in which these iwple arc found within the State Dominiooe. 

6, Diverting our attentiou to education with regard to age-periods, 
•I Is seen that the propertiDna borne by the iSUterate to the literate 
in every one thousand populailon between the ages stands 

at 293 to *32, lhal from 10—15 thie figure decreases lo 116'I lo 
and otjco ogsin to 80*4 to 2*03 at Uie age-period 13—20. It is n^nral 
that the percentage of iltlteratea should be highest nt the age period 0 —10, and 
further tliat the percentage which gradually drops up to the age of 20 should 

X ’n considerably rise at the age period 2G and over. MbIm and females 
can. neitbar read nor write form almost an equal proportion at In© 
periods 0—10; illiterate males being 150*1 and illiteraie females bomg 14«'*h 
Between tlia ages 10—15 the illiterate males m every one thousand nnmber 63*8 
and (lliterata fomnles 52-3, while at age period 30 and over the number of males 
goes up to 254*6, that of females to 236*5. So far as English education ia con* 
cemed the proporlion both of males and femalea literate in tbk language is 
highest at the age-period 20 and over.

Ennm ere tors were specially enjoined lo enter tbe mother tongue by 
the name by ^hicb the parsoo interrogEtod from caUed it, and not to introduce 
tbatr ou'n theorin?. Majority of the people can liurdly make any distbaetions 
bot\reau diverse form of apeecb.

It b (jneationablo whether be-ibould Iw prompt¬ 
ed in ft matter like f-list, and all such promptings were atriolly forbidden, 
Tberijis, bowover, another use towbicb the njtnriis tasty be made subject, but 
ilicn it is reserved for coimtrira which are far more civiUsed, and have bflgim 
reseurfibes in die history aud philology of Ibc langnagea. Importance from a 
Itnguieiio point of view is not to fac cousiderod or dealt wil:b tiero, snd in j^laces 
like this the ralurns of this kinil arc of no value Ijut a mere hurden. 


'2, ludian Western Gituip or Hisdustani, Hindi and Urdu-” Prom 
a boguiaiic or philological point of view tliero is gonemlly more or leas mark^'d 
distliictbu between Ilincluslitui or Urdu on one hanti and Hindi on the other. 
Hindesblni or Urdu is Ibat fom oflanguage which imbibes major portion of 
the Peraitttt phraseology us its very name Urdu implifia. The word Urdu meaua 
an arrov [laohhu) and as wns the cenlre of eonlluit of int^u from 

diifermit uations and parts of the world, oouataiit rnbhiiig of the language® 
smoothed if iuto a common form of speech toelading words from every language, 
aud a new form of speech under thononienolatnrL’ of Urdu came into oreattoo. By 
the gain of lime it gwinwl in riclmaas, and tho onco rough nnd mgged form of 
speech hae now nUuinoa u lilerary tdinracfor- Tlio word niiidustanf, pro^ly 
aneaking, men ns pertainiiw to EriuduaUin. Mowlug oJoso reasoning, tberafore, 
ibe word would bo npplicablo to «1I l hr Ungungea apuWen In India, but the aigniB* 
cimcc of the word bftfl hceome limit wl. and is applied to tliose languages only 
which aro prevalent! in fforth-West Provinces, and Urdu, prepcrly ape^ng. 
according to the common belief, is another name for Umdusluiii, while Eiindi, 
truly speaking, is that variety of ibo tongiio of which Brij Blidsha ie litomry

The validity, therefore, of onr Sgures is questional)to, and it ia very dtffi* 
cult to fix a hard lino of distinction. Dogri b relurned as iKing spoken by a 
Dumber ol 436,211 persons, amt it is not to be wandered that in the presence of 
auoh a majority of Punjabi speaking people the return for Dogn speaking 
population is so small, and tfc b only to bo accounted for in the manner that 
most of tho Bogri speaking inhabitants hate either returned themaeivea ca 
Fuojdbi speaking or PahdH speaking individuale. Pro^rlj speaking, Dogri b the 
language spoken by the Dogras of Janunn and its immediate neighbourhood. 
Strangely enough the languages spoken of by Drew in his Jammu and Kashmir'* 
named the Chhiballi langoages, have been hut poorly returned during the 
preeeut ccasua. 11 see me, therefore, that these languages have been merged 
into one or the other form of Pabdri or Dogri. 

b. KortKOTii Group or PahAri-— *rbi9 name has been given to tho 
group of langungea that lie l^tweon the Dogri and Punjfibi on the one band, and 
TiheUin or semi-Tibetan Catnip of languages on the other. Strictly speaking, 
Oujri, Bhadarwaht, Kifihtvvari, radri,Pogli, Kattcst, Bambaui, and Bambagi m 
vogue, mostly iu UdLampur District, are all more or less akin to each other in 
pronuneialion or vocabuki? or both and distinct from those of other groups.

7. Iramau, Western and Eastern Group or Fersiau, Pashto and 

at gHflTii .— These three languages are foreign, and have been introduced aimply 
through the Path&n kbourera working on difierent w'Orks of public utility. 
Persian element baa also been introduced by those foreigners who visited the 
Happy Talley in ihe train of Sardar Muhammad A ynb Khan. Afghani has als) 
been introdneed in much the same manner. 

8. lIDtrwari, Bongwlt.— Marw^ri, the language of Mdrwdr. belosga to 
the Rd jiethinl group of the Tankages, and mnst Lave been due to the inroad of 
the diatressad driven people ofB^jpdt^na. Bongdli Is used by the State servants 
of Bengal popnktiot). 

9. Bhnttl* — Bhutti language is ^pokon in Lsddkh and its suburbs. 
This is one ol the Turanian faimiy- 

19. Kashmiri* — ^Agaia is moaity spoken of in the Eashniir Talley in 
those park where the Kashmiris abound. It is an adnitxtnre of Pecaiati and 
degenerated Sanskrit. Akhongh it is an old tangnage but excepting those few 
prodoctiona which the elforte of the migaionarica in Srinagar have produced 
the language ean ctaini no literature of ita own.
